A most extrnoidiimry natural acci-

one year. , Tlie lady in question i-s the 
wife of Ml". Harry Isaacs, tiie cigar- 
'xiunkerj, who lives on Market stret, near 
' VVeiizeL At tlie time of tho accident 
Mi'si^'Isaacs was unmarried, and ^s•aH 
tlieii Miss Paulino Colilens. The needle 
was ^..encountered in a carpet and 
lii'iietrated' her foot the full lencjth. .A 
, I liy.sician was called in iuimcdiatt-ly, 
fiuc the needle could not bo found, id- 
iliougli it was kno.wn to be in tlie foot. 
She autiered great pain, and for four 
iiK'htlis ^aa unable' !o leii'vo Iscr Led. 
Ihn-iiig that period three physicians 
'-'•iiiaile frequent attempts to extract the 
iuMvllf-, and the knife was used cxton- 
hivi'ly, however, without success. 

.Miss C'oblens was quite lleshy before 
ilie accident, but fell off greatly from 
litT long confinement. At length she 
was able to get about with the aid of 
i-ruichea, but she continued to sufl'er 
from the needle. The pain decreased 
griuluaUy from the time she was able to 
get about, and she regained her. former 
_ lleshiness. Finally, slio-felt- tlje needle 
i'6nfy at ]3eriods, \Vhen'fcHfer^''was a 
idiunge in the weather. Tlie luovenicnc 
1)1' ilie needle seemed to be upward, and 
the ]Joint was not stationary but moved 
with the needle. About five years ago 
she was married to Mr. Harry Isaacs. 
Three children are the, friiifc. of that 
union, tho youngc.sfc'6f 'wh'icli "is li' boy 
named Arthur, who is about a year old. 
Tlic'pain which troubled the mother left 
iier even before the birth of hcrlastcliild, 
and the total disappearance of the jmin 
siie was wont to feel was a subject of 
ri'uiark and pleasure to her. 

On Monday, a week ago, licr baby, 
■who had sincojits birth manifested a 
kindly disposition, was %'ery restless 
and cried unceasingly all night. Tlio 
cause_ of the child's ailment was not 
discovered until the following morning, 
when, in giving it a bath, tho mother 
discovered something black protrud 
ing through .the, skin < of tho cliild s 
thigh. Siio caught hold of it, 
and was frightened when she 
she found the thing of a resisting sub- 
stance, She, however, used a little 
force, and soon extracted the dfirk ob- 
ject, imagine her surprise when she 
found it w^|,a jiiee(]le,, ..black and cor- 
roded. The bye broke off in her hand 
.while examining it. The recollection 
of th<?needlo, which had caused her 
much pain, came vividly before tho 
mother, and she felt keenly for lif^r 
child. Tiie remembrance of iier relief 
from the pain also forced itself on the 
"mother, and the connection of the two 
served as a clew as to^ hmV the needle 
came to be in the child's thigh. The 
mother says it would be almost impos- 
sible for the child to have taken up the 
needle without her finding it out, as 
the child would have made it known in 
]nteous cries, as it did when tho needle 
worked out. 

Qladstono'a Waning Powor. 

New York, April 3. — The Tr il> urn 's 
special says : Ai strong feeling is grow- 
ing'in"'the country against Sir. Glad- 
stone on both the Transvaal and Caii- 
dahar questions. The more they are 
studied the clearer it becomes tliat the 
terms of peace with the Boers were 
neither more nor less than an abject sur- 
render. There is no denying the fact 
that the patriots were in the right, tiud 
tiiatj-from a moral point of vio%v, M r. 
Gladstone's course was just and logical, 
but the English peoi)le have been too 
long accustomed to military success 
and aggrandizement to submit to a 
thrashing at the hands of a few farmer.s 
and make peace on their terras. Jn the 
Oandahar business it is also felt that 
the Ministry is sacrificing Uritish i)rc>s- 
tige, not in Afghanistan alone, but in 
India. The popular view is : "We have 
spont some .§15,000,000, .sacrilicod hun- 
dreds of valuable lives, and siidr.'-oil 
humiliating disaster in these two wars, 
and rib\v; these Quaker Ministers have 
left us worse 'off than we were before.

" . experience. We will only endeavour, 
at present, to exhibit some traits of his 
character and to elucidate the position 
which he held among parlininentary 
notables and as one of the foremost 
Englialunen in modern days.

■•' better like to call, him, did not under- 
stand iEhglishmen. In a sen.se this was

The Englishman of to day, with all li 



I'il'its' events and success'will probably 
I be considered the most remarkable in 
the present century, adorned ns the suc- 
cess of it was by a life of liiiih aspira- 
tions and refined desires, of personal 

that never flinched and- illimitable pa- 
tience. The name of ^Ir. Disrat.li was 
never connected with a job. He was 
one of the few ministers who, iu disro- 
'. gard of partv propeucc, would, upon 
i occasion, promote a man for merit. 
Perhaps no public man ever lived wlm 
cared less for vulgar ;ip[)liiu.s(; or for 
that high pressure life in " gilded sa- 
loons" which ho depicts in 'his novels. 
He cared little, strangelv, for news- 
paper support, made few spceclii h out 
of parliament, and rather shrank from 
general society than courted -it, 'after his 
position in life had beeawon, preferring 
a small circle of attached friends. These 
could now .speal: of ids kindness, or 
what might more pro))orly Ix- callcii,liis 
affection for tliein. Tlicro wa.s soiiu- 
thing quite touching in the happine.ss 
of his married life — like|thabriQf his 
groat contemporary C'AiiLYLn.

Above all, an 
Englishman is himself — a fresh, posi- 
tive, outspoken man, well satiatied, 
upon the whole, witJi things as they 
are in Jingland, and not without a 
quiet belief that the word "English" 
may be used to describe a large col- 
lection of the manly virtues. In such 
a soil, conservatism, in a wide sense, is 
an indigenous plant. The Englishman 
is a true conservative whether in man- 
ners, in religion or in politics. The late 
: Richard Cobden, who Itnew his 
countrymen well, declared that they 
were not only conservative; they were 
Chinese. This was of course an e.\- 
uggeration, but it showed what the 
speaker thought, and what many will 
admit to be, in some degree, true. It 
W.oilld be correct to say that Mr. 
•'DiSR'AEl-i, a statesman of foreign ck- 
traction, had, as a matter of fact, 
neither moral nor intellectual sympathy 
with this portion of the English char- 
acter. To say that he did not uudor- 
•taud it would, not be correct. His in- 
tellectuaLperceptiQn of the deep cou 
^ervatism of tho English character was 
the fact which enabled him to reach a 
commanding positHon in politics, and to 
stamp his name on history. In an age 
of progress it was this which enabled 
him to see more clearly than any other 
English statesman, tho necessary lim- 
its of change at any given time. It 
"""ti^Aa this which enabled him to organ- 
isej^^O years ago, from shattered rem- 
nants, a great conservative party, and 
to guide it wisely through long years of 
opposition and ahso in office. There 
must 

land, and to have it guided well, to 
bavfdt'preserved fro.m tho ruts of ob- 
sttufeltidh^ is^ a momentous matter for 
the country. This is the great service 
which, it appears to us, the genius and 
skill, the patience, the tact and the 
strong will of Mr. Disraeli enabled 
him to perform. Subordinating always 
the teetning interests of the inouiont to 
the interests of the country, singularly 
free from all kinds of prejudice, and of 
a most unselfish, kindly nature hidden, 
it is true, under some reserve, he will 
be accounted to have been the greatest 
leader of an opposition who ever sat in 
tho Englisti parliament. Tactically 
also, as a leader of the House of Com- 
mons on the government benches, he 
was unquestionably pre-eminent. His 
knowledge of aifairB,bis fine perception, 
wide experience of society and 
of men, his wariness, his even 
temper and great powers ef e.^prcssion 
made him as conspicuous on these 
banohes as he was in opposition. In 
these respects, it was evident, since his 
health obliged him to seek repose in 
tho House of Lords, that no one can 
pretend to bo his fit successor. The 
domestic and foreign policy of the party 
which' ho led will of course be the sub- 
ject of, criticism for many years to 
come. "He always maintained that tho 
tory or conservativo party, since tho 
constitution of the country was settled 
on its present basis, had advocated the 
principles of religions toleration and 
parliamentary reform, and that he 
simply applied these principles in his 
own policy — notably in conferring up- 
on the English people the boon of 
hoa'sehpld suffrago, The " dishing of 
the whigs, " an expression used by tho 
latf Lord Derby, was not, in Jlr. Dis- 
raeli's view, a mere party triumph; it 
was the rescue of England from ths do- 
mination of a whig oligarchy seeking 
always, as ho averred, to limit, unwise- 
ly, tho power oT the' sovereign and the 
independence of the people. We do 
not propose to examine this policy, or 
to ask our readers to follow us into the 
thorny paths of English foreign rela- 
tiona. , 'W[e ;may only hero say that a 
■wg^e^ul cqnsistpticjr ra'n, through^ Mr.- 
DibSaeli's opinions aa to the mission of 
tho great party which- he so long led, 
and that no English statesman since 
the days , of CaoMWELii labored more 
sincerely to uphold v.-hal he conceived 
to be Eugland|s rightful position in 
th'o'worUK Wo prefer to dwell on the 
the more personal characteristics of tho

In our issue of yesterday we uotii eu 
tho death of iMr. Sy.MK. We are now en 
abled to give a more extended memoir. 
Ja.mics Sv.mjj was a native of Edinhurgh. 
Scotland, and .19 years of age. lit 
carae to this Province in 1S(!2 and de 
voted a few seasons Co mining pursllit^ 
in Cariboo. In 1SG7 he eomnieuced to 
cure aud eau ihsii at Nuu Vv'tstiiiiiit.ti.r, 
being the first to inaugurate tho latttM' 
branch of industry on the Kraser 
Kiver. Small consignments of his 
canned aalmon were sent to the Lon 
don and Australian markets; that 
which went to ilie latter was very 
favorably spoken of by the Jlolbourne 
papers. For sometimo after the union 
of tho Colonies a disheartened depres- 
sion pervaded the industrial intercst^ 
of the lower Eraser; and in 1869 Mr. 
Sv .ME returned to San Francisco (where 
he had resided from -1859 to 18G2) 
prosecute the business of a modell 
and ornamental plasterer; his success 
was fairly encouiaging, but recurring 
perioils of ill health induced iiis physi- 
cians to reconimend to hiui a change i^f 
climate. He again turned his face North 
wards, arriving herein 187-1 where he 
lias since resided following tho (Jailing 
of an architect, and in that capacity 
receiving a merited share of pul)lic 
patronage. He had an acute sense of 
duty and obligation to those who 
employed him, and this found forma- 
tivo expression in the lJioroit(flin''.<s of 
his work. His early training as an 
operative in a school, in which was 
fore-shadowed- much of the organi/.f'il 
technical instruction of the pn-.s.-u 
day, with an after acquired experieui- ' 
varied and perfected by kei'n observa 
tion — gave him a complete miriitory of 
tho theory and practice of • house con 
a conservative party in i:n- I s^^-uction; while his _ searching mind 
- -arried him iiito the investigation of 



tho physical laws, and by persisti'nt 
experiment he thus advanced to a i-.ire 
knowledge of the nature and comimsi- 
tion of the various materials wliit'ii 
enter int-o the building art. In iiis 
profession, it may be- said, that he imi- 
tated the old masters, before the divis- 
ion of labor had severed the consecrat 
ed embrace of architecture and p.iiiit- 
ing; for, being endowed with a strong 
sense of the beautifol he souglit to re- 
j)roduce in color and design tjie natural 
objects and mbnumental-fornis Svhicli 
awakened and fed his fancy; Several 
of his pftintings in oil liavo bsen on 
view from timo to time hert,'; th(jui;li 
somewhat lacking in softness ami 
delicacy of touch, they showed a truth 
of conception and nn innate vigor, 
which, with the fact that they were tlie 
productions of a resident, always hi' 
cured 'for them the bbmage' 'of an ap- 
preciative recognition. To him nature 
had been kindly in the dispen.sation (if 
her gifts; though in the tran(piil flow 
of ordinary existence his cajiabilities 
did not appear in very nmrked relit^f, 
still they did not "fust in him unns'd", 
and his ingenious and active spirit 
played its useful part of measured 
power in the economy of human pro- 
gression, lie had an abiding faith in 
divine wisdom and goodnes'-;, ami 
sustaining hope in the mercy of a just 
Creator; for moral excellence he liad an 
especial reverence, and an utter dislike 
for every form of speciousno.=3 and pre- 
tence. Social, almost to a fault, gen- 
erous and unselfish, he was also a con- 
stant and true friend. The comforter 
of sufferers he had his full share of 
sufl'eriug, which he bore v.-ith a manly 
courage. A complication of diseases 
culminating in liver dropsy carried him 
away;' During his illness hq. ,l)ad the 
unwearied attention of a dev'Stod wife, 
who is now left to mourn the io.ss of an 
affectionate hu.sbaiul.

2si:w VoRK, Ai)ril 1/. — ^Tho World's 
London correspondent cables: I have 
just had an interview with Dr. Rich- 
ard Quain. Ho -says that if Beacons- 
ileld oonti.uues to make us much pro- 
gress as he has done during thn past 
two days ho will recover. He is now 
in as satisfactory a state as any man of 
hi.s years can be after a month's severe 
illness. Throughout he has been in 
full possession of his faculties, although 
he occasionally lo.ses count of time, or 
wakes up from disturbing dreams. He 
has expressed no opinion about his 
chances of recovery, but listens with 
ninch amusement to Dr. Quain's de- 
scription of various remedies suggested 
for him. One man, " a whole-souled 
tory, you may be sure," reconimonded 
transfusion of blood and offered himself 
as tho victim. "Thank you," said 
Bcaeonsfield, v^hen tho doctors told him 
of it, " we will not try tho experiment. 
I prefer tho alternative." This morn- 
ing he asked for an Irish stew for 
breakfast, lie is very fond of Irish 
stow and J)r. Quain says it was pro- 
pared according to his lordship's direc- 
tions without any land league season- 
ing. Some special preparation of milk 
having been given him he said, " Dr. 
(Juaiii, this would bo an excellent pre- 
paration for adding beauty to a young 
lady's complexion, but you will find it 
without eflicacy on mine." The Queen 
recpiires a telegram concerning him 
twice a d.ay, Lord Barrington repre- 
senting her at his bedside, and a daily 
letter is sent by Dr, Quain besides, 
Beaconsfield now has London nearly to 
himself, all tho world having gone to 
the country for tho Easter holidays, 
lie talks a great deal every day with 
LnviX 1 low ton, and it is understood 
that his private papers and manuscript.s, 
which Lord Kowton will use in writing 
his biography, are now in ship-shape. 
The private papers which will not see 
light until ten years or more after his 
death are said to bo exceedingly inter- 
esting. His political duel with Sir 
n,,))co-t Pool ,nvl Hu> j!>n«r history of 
tho corn law agitation, the Crimean 
war, the Indian meeting, tho Berlin 
treaty and of events preceding it, and 
other ])roniiniint features of English 
history during the last -10 years, ar« 
dealt with fully, and a flood of light 
is thrown upon many points now wrap 
pcd in obscurity or wholly misunder- 
stocid. Some say that his lordship 
kept a diary and posted it regularly 
before he went to bed, but of this I am 
not in a po.sition to speak.

honor. There is nu doubt that the gov- 
ernment will be heartily sustained by 
their majority in the common.s. Never- 
theless, the tories are visibly gaining 
groiinil in the discussion of the terms 
of p(!aoe. The rout of tho liberals at

fortunately for tories the people are 
much more intent now for domestic re- 
forms' than upoii foreign afiairs, oven 
wheSi 'the'^'liilter invol'vcs ah inglorious 
peace.

Nedjed and Djuhara were burn- 
ed on the 8th inst. Th« disease has 
become violent, those afllicted dying in 
ton hours after being attacked. 

Eu.ME, April 16. — The king has sum- 
moned Signor Sella to form a cabinet. 

Rome, April 17. — A new cabinet 
under Signor Sella has been nearly 
completed, being formed exclusively of 
members of the right, which causes 
great excitement.

The ShooMn? Acoldontat South "Wel- 
lingrton. 

Speaking of thu accident to tho cage at 
South Wellington Colliery the Free Fress 
says: "The cause of the accident is 
shrouded somewhat in mystery, but the 
most general opinion is that tho rope 
from some, at present, unknown cause 
slipped ort' tho i)ulloy or sheave, and 
struck the square axlo box and either 
snapped or was cut by tho revolving 
pulley. Tho cut in tho rope, which is a 
steel wire ropo with a breaking strain of 
30 tons, is a clear one and looks as 
though it had been done with some sh.arp 
instrument. Tho ropo broke about 20 
feet from the cap, and therefore was not 
worn by the drum of tho engine. The 
ropo was a new one, and had not boon in 
use more than 4 or 5 months. Mr. A.

THE QP,EAT SISASTEE. 

Suumin? up of Hosults by the Times 
Oorrospondon 

London. April 10. — A correspon- 
dent of tho 2'hnes at Ohio says : I havo 
now made from per.sonal observation 
and with tho help of others a pretty 
thorough canvass of the state of affairs 
throughout tbo island. JThe total num- 
ber dead is scarcely leas than 4000, al- 
though some allowance may bo duo to 
the fact that immediately after the dis- 
aster many per-sons crossed to the main- 
land and some of those reported dead 
may now be there. Villages on tho 
south side of the island are all wrecked, 
hardly a single house being left stand- 
ing. The centre of volcanic action 
sei'ins to liave been near Ncnita over- 
looking Megals bay on the oast coast, 
where 300 persons perished out of a 
population of 1200. At Vauros 26 
perished out of a population of 600. 
At Phalatia 60 out of 250; at Kala- 
motc 40 out of 1500; at 'rermilish 30 
out of 000 ; and at Kiney 130 out of 
480. On the western side of tho island 
at M ista many houses fell but nobody 
was killed. . At Vesha three-fourtha of 
tho buildings were wrecked, but only 
one person was killed. At Lathi 25 
persons wero killed out of COO, and at 
Argoniina 40 out of four hundred. At 
Anabots one liundred iiuJ twenty were 
killed. Tliis is the most northerly 
town on tiio west side, which suQered 
severely. Other towns were severely 
shaken, but are not in ruins. Tlie dis- 
trict of Ohio and towns southeast of it 
suffered most of ail. Kallamosia is 
simply a niasH of ruins ; 44S perished 
out of 1800. Neighbouring villages 
suffered similarly. Several of the prin- 
cipal ones, containing eight tbousand 
five hundred people, are believed to have 
lost 1327 dead. At Iciist nino-tcnths of 
tho houses in the southern and south- 
western portions of tho island must be re- 
built or repaired. The papulation is now 
camping out, and there is groat need of 
food and shelter. Tho work of clearing 
away the ruins has begun hero, but in 
villagoB tho people arc still panic-stricken, 
and little can bo done as long as shocks 
continue. About 50,000 people aro 
camped in the southern h.alf of the island 
with nothing but what thoy have on their 
backs.

Tlie Directors in making thoir Annual Roport havo to inform the Subsoribors 
tlmt during tho pa.st year thoy have succoedod in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
imniodiatoly adjoining tho Hoapitnl, for tho purpose of orocting an Asylum for Con- 
vftloRconts in connoctiou with tho Hospital. Tho Oovorrunerit havo voted a sum of 
inonoy for tho erection of tho neceaaary buildings; but before tho wofks could bo 
coiniiiouced the Oovonimont required tho land to bo convoyed to tho Crown, which 
has been dono- Tho coining Spring will, it is hoped, see this moat necessary adjunct 
tn tho institutions of tho Province complptod-; ■' 

TliQ Directors regrot that the House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
olotely reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has oeen for so man]' years 
not unsuccessfully nmnagod; hitherto tho Governniout havo boon content with hav- 
in;.,' two Directors on the Board, and as a rulo these Oovcrnmont Directors havo boon 
active and useful luombors, and have fully answered the purposes for which thoy wore 
[ilaced on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are tho nomincos of the Hubaciibora. The proposed chungo 
will be detrimental to tho intorosta of those for whom a hospital is supported. Tlio 
attontioR nocessary to dotails takos up a great deal of time, and to auppoae that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as woU'por- 
forniod by four is supposing too much, and tlio inevitable result will be a rccnrronco 
to tho worst evils of tho past, The interest which tho public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active anil friendly assistance given by 
many will liardly bo extended to a purely (jovernniont institution. 

Tho Directors Iiavo ag.iin to express tliuir thanks to Messrs. Dunaniuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who liavo generously contributed to the su;)[)ort of tho institution. 

Tho allairs of tlia Hospital have boon econonucnlly managed, as will" be soon by 
the amount of sutTorings relieved and the Troa-iuror's account of tho axpondituro. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that the chan"e introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again offering thoir aervices, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return. of suDscriptions and .the opinions expressed of 
tho change, thoy fear that tho closing of one of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Prnvinco will uUiiiml.Hly bo (hi; result. 

There yet remains to bo oonsidored tho tiueation of the ownership of the pro- 
perty and tlio terms on which it waa dovoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent cliangus will nlToct it. On this subjoot ihp^ireptprs are not yet in a po'sitioh to' 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of the Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted the intern.al affairs of the Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho disoiplino 
necessary in a public institution.
